sion of greater space is created by white 
walls and white taffeta curtains.

Beautifully loomed silk fabrics cre- 
ated by Mr. Montant are a happy supple- 
ment to Miss Croom’s wallpapers. All silk 
taffetas are available in plain, antique 
and iridescent weaves. In addition, he 
carries the complete line of Dorian fabrics 
and will, in the near future, be the United 
States representative for Leleu, a line of 
Parisian prints. 


New Designs at 
Decorative 


Traditional and contemporary designs vie 
for dominance and as a result are equally 
represented in the latest collection at 
Decorative Fabrics, 13 East 53rd Street, 
New York. Even the more traditional 
motifs have a contemporary note, some- 
times in their colorations, and other times 
in their simplicity of detail.

Simplicity of line keynotes the entire col- 
lection we recently saw at Guild Furni- 
ture, 43 East 19th Street, New York. An 
interesting feature of this finely crafted 
furniture is its timeless character. There 
is little basic difference between their 
traditional and contemporary designs in 
that Guild has strived and achieved the 
technique of producing upholstered pieces 
which are tailored, rich and well scaled. 





The alliance between their traditional and 
contemporary designs is exemplified in 
several sofas. Traditional sofas have low 
backs, clean lines and less exaggerated 
curves than previously noted. These same 
pieces could easily pass as contemporary 
designs with perhaps the elimination of 
the skirted base. One of the most interest- 
ing sofas we noted was from a new group- 
ing. It is eight feet long with a sculptured 
back and side frame that has been lightly 
padded, resulting in a light look. Another 
straight-lined sofa has a Hepplewhite in- 
spired base. There’s a definite Sheraton 
feeling in other wood-framed pieces that 
also represent the more contemporary 
school of thought with their sculptured 
effect. Guild now has a Provincial sofa 
with a full carved base which extends all 
the way around. Foam rubber is used to 
good advantage in a large percentage of 
their designs. There’s a marked return to 
loose pillow back lounge chairs which are 
extremely comfortable. A trim upholstered 
chair, is well suited for institutional use 
because of its tailored wood frame which 
was designed to withstand a great deal of 
wear. In addition to stock pieces, Guild 
will interpret your designs or combine 
their designs to suit your specific need.

Light Wings 

Although this is the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the invention of the electric 
light bulb, there have been comparatively 
few radical changes in the forms of 
portable lighting. Now Mr. Bear Newman 
has come up with an idea which may well 
be revolutionary in the lighting field. Mr. 
Newman calls his invention “light wings” 
which consist of four half circles of 
hinged metal attached to the top and 
bottom of a lamp shade. By means of 
these wings the mobility of lighting is 
increased in several different ways. For 
example, by keeping all four of the light 
wings fully open, the entire area is 
flooded with light. By opening the two 
top wings and keeping the two bottom 
wings closed, one achieves indirect light- 





lighting. Reading and accent lighting is 
merely a matter of opening or closing 
the wings which cover the area one de- 
sires to control. The first firm to use light 
wings on portable lamps is Lamp Futures, 
230 Fifth Avenue, New York. Further 
information can be obtained from New- 
man-Lite, 147 West 55th Street, N. Y. 


The Golden Ceiling 


To paraphrase the old adage “Silence is 
Truly Golden,” we’d like to call your 
attention to an interesting and unique 
acoustical ceiling treatment that should 
be of great value for contract work as 
well as having applications in home de- 
signing. The news lies in the process of 
anodizing aluminum acoustical material 
gold—an idea that for the first time gives 
warmth and beauty to heretofore func- 
tional, but eyesore acoustical ceilings. De- 
veloped by Simplex Ceiling Corporation, 
552 West 52nd Street, New York, this 
anodizing method of adding color assures 
a permanent finish since the color be- 
comes an inherent part of the material 
itself. To add further interest, this firm 
has devised a way to shade the gold to 
varying tones so that when these panels 
are installed in a completely random 
fashion, as to shading, a feeling of depth 
is created by the play of light and shadow 
on these varying tones. This non-rust or 
non-deteriorate anodized aluminum al- 
lows noise reduction to be cut 85%. On 
special request, this material can be ano- 
dized any color but blue, making it 
adaptable for ceilings in kitchens or rec- 
reation rooms in private homes. We saw 
two installations of opposite types, show- 
ing the versatility it offers: one was in a 
large restaurant where the aluminum 
was crimped to form a mellow golden 
barrel-shaped ceiling; the second was in 
a private office where it was used sus- 
pended on snap bars to form an effective 
drop ceiling in a silvery tone. 


Pigs-Kin Tiles 


The pig is gencrally known to be one of 
the most economical animals to raise in 
that there is a use for all its parts. And 
although there is nothing new in the use 
of its hide, the Kiefer Tanneries of Grand 
Rapids have come up with a use which 
is new and entirely unique: Pigs-Kin tiles 
which have been styled by Everett Brown, 
A.1.D. for both floor and wall treatments. 
The tiles are made from especially pro- 
cessed pigskin in two standard sizes: 41/2” 
by 44%”, and 4142” by 9”. Their natural, 
golden-tan color creates interesting pat- 
terns and a handsome, warm effect. The 
tiles are impregnated with several finishes 
to make them acid and moisture resistant, 
and since they are taken from the toughest 
portion of the pig’s hide, they naturally 
possess long-wearing qualities. Installation 
of Pigs-Kin is by means of a special ad- 
hesive, also made by Kiefer, and the tiles

Color—Color—Color 


A preview of what’s in store for 1954 at 
Waite Carpet Co., whose showroom is at 
295 Fifth Avenue, New York, discloses 
that much of the news is centered around 
color and more color for these rugs which 
have been given an extra portion of 
durability. Of special significance for tex- 
ture as well as color is “Shadowai,” a 
new carpet planned by John Gerald and 
Katherine Kinnane, A.I.D., which is a 
combination of viscose rayon and cotton 
yarns teamed to form a deep cut pile. 
The two yarns create contrasting surface 
interest of light and shadows that helps 
minimize footprints. The heavy latex 
backing adds additional strength. This 
carpeting will be available in 48 colora- 
tions: soft hues to deep shades; out-of- 
the-ordinary colors: mandarin orange, 
blackberry, butterfly yellow, almond cream 
and burnt coral. Three by five inch 
samples set in a specially designed slotted 
cardboard case can be ordered for $10. 
Waite’s Braid-Wai fibre rug, a Good De- 
sign selection, has been done in a new 
colorway for 1954, a series of six tones 
of beige subtly combined in a wide strip 
texture called ‘““Woodtone.” Another fiber 
rug, “Waicrest,” is a simple pencil stripe 
on shaded tones flecked with bright color. 
Supplementing their line of Waitrend 
reversible carpets, a rayon yarn with 
cross-weave of fiber, are six colors that 
mark an entirely new interpretation for 
Waite. An example is “Flamingo,” the 
most vivid rug in their collection, which 
has brilliant shades of red, coral and 
white. To meet the demands for black 
and white, they've mingled these two 
colors to form “Black Heather,” a 1954 
Good Design winner. “Fruitcake,” an- 
other Good Design selection, teams bright 
reds with green. Waitrend can be or- 
dered in sixteen standard sizes and spe- 


cial order sizes. 


Utility Plus Beauty 

Carpet manufacturers have made rapid 
strides in utilizing man-made fibers, taking 
advantage of their utilitarian qualities, 
then injecting the necessary potion called 
beauty. The most recent innovation in 
this field is a random textured nylon 
carpeting introduced by Nye-Wait Co., 
in their new showroom at 295 Fifth 
Avenue, New York. Called “Nylure,” 
this uneven surface chenille has an irreg- 
ular striped effect, achieved by the com- 
bination of two different Dupont nylon 
yarns that form a luxuriously deep pile. 
Another first with this carpeting is its 








18 foot seamless width, which has been 
added to standard widths. It is woven 
to meet individual specifications as to 
size and can be custom dyed and hand- 
tailored to any special size or shape. Be- 
cause of the inherent qualities of nylon 
itself and the method of weaving, “Ny- 
lure” should prove to be extremely sturdy 
and resilient. The unveiling of this new 
carpet coincided with the opening of 
Nye-Wait’s new all nylon showroom, 
executed by Steve Comfort. The spacious 
room looks even more so by the flowing 
use of soft blue that moves from the 
carpeting to the ceiling including dra- 
peries and nylon cord chairs. Two walls 
are covered with full size nylon carpets, 
another wall spotlights carpeting in free- 
form displays that are draped with color- 
matched swags. At one end of the room 
is a circular staircase carpeted in a deep 
shade of rose, which focuses attention on 
a typical consumer use for that floor 
covering. Specially designed display racks 
show 60 samples of the firm’s carpeting. 
At another end of the room, a small 
stage displaying custom-woven carpeting 
in dual pile heights is shown. 


Strictly Modern 


Macké-Dale Associates at 247 East 51st 
Street, New York, is an interesting new 
source we came across recently, a com- 
bination modern furniture showroom and 
supply shop for such raw materials as 
flush doors and metal bench legs. The 
flush doors are smooth slabs of Philippine 
mahogany, birch or carina wood in stock 
sizes varying from 18 inches to 3 feet in 
width and up to 80 inches in length. 
Metal legs are of wrought iron or brass 
in a number of stock sizes—in straight, 
hairpin or tripod designs. Other raw ma- 
terials available here are milk glass, Mi- 
carta, albaca and various modern tex- 
tured straw fabrics. Macké-Dale have 
used these materials in various combina- 
tions for long, low benches, cocktail ta- 
bles, and the bases for sofa beds. They 
have commissioned artists to paint designs 
on several table tops, one of which shows 
a black and white harlequin diamond pat- 
tern. There are nests of tables using black 
metal stands with straw baskets for the 
tops. Thus one can obtain the finished de- 
sign, any of the various raw materials 
needed, or one can work with Macké-Dale 
in planning units and custom designs. 


Tole Accessories 
Some of the finest contemporary work in 
tole that we have ever seen is that done 
by Ernst Doerschug, who creates all man- 
ner of téle accessories on a custom order 
basis. We were recently examining speci- 
mens of his work and must confess if we 
had not been told otherwise, we would 
have been unable to distinguish Mr. 
Doerschug’s work from that of the finest 
tole artisans of the late eighteenth cen- 
tury. By applying as many as four finishes 








to the metal, Mr. Doerschug creates an- 
tique effects which are superb. In_ his 
studio, which bears the intriguing name 
of Edé, we noted cAche-pots, lavabos, 
vases, planters, waste baskets, cigarette 
humidors. A lamp recently made by him 
had a delicate motif copied from an old 
wallpaper. Since everything is made to 
order, this correlation between accessories 
and fabrics or wallpapers is merely a mat- 
ter of sending him a sample of the motif 
you wish copied. Mr. Doerschug works by 
appointment only. A letter will reach him 
at his studio, 30 West 47th Street, New 
York. By phone, it’s PLaza 7-4699 or 
CHelsea 3-7126. 


Lamps by Rite-Glo 

Brass holds sway in a stunning new group 
of modern lamps designed by Elizabeth 
Dralle and introduced recently by the 
Rite-Glo Company, 230 Fifth Avenue, 
New York. The twenty-five lamps in the 
group include table, desk, floor and pin- 
up models. Some are made entirely of 
brass; others combine brass with varying 
amounts of walnut accents. Shades are 
either of textured fabrics or metal. For 
indirect lighting, there’s a solid brass 
table lamp with a pierced cup at the top 
to hold the bulb just beneath the shade. 
A slick-looking table lamp has a walnut 
column tapering at both ends with ac- 
cents of brass. A modern candelebra lamp 
uses this same form in the center which 
is surrounded by three curving brass arms 
with tall white candles. A smart table or 
desk lamp has a black perforated metal 
shade, a perforated brass cup for the 
bulb, brass stem and walnut base. As with 
several of the other models, the shade is 
adjustable to give either direct or indi- 
rect lighting. 


Prints in 3D 


Harry Gallaway, whose shop is on the 
mezzanine floor of the W. H. S. Lloyd 
Showroom at 16 East 52nd Street, New 
York, has given an interesting treatment 
to some of the prints in his huge collec- 
tion. Using various scenic prints as a 
background, he has placed lead figures, 
appropriate to a particular scene, in front 
of each print and encased them in an- 
tique crackled gold frames about two 
inches in depth, thus creating a type of 
shadowbox. The effect is a kind of still 
combination of 3-D and CinemaScope, for 
the prints are slightly curved while the 
figures in front give depth to the scenes. 
Some of the scenes which he has created 
use old prints depicting castles or English 
hunting parties. His most popular, how- 
ever, have been color reproductions made 
from a still shot of West Point used in a 
recent motion picture. For these, he has 
used lead figures of soldiers and an Amer- 
ican flag. Prices range from $17.50 retail 
for the West Point scenes to $20.00 for 
those using old prints. ‘

IN TRADITION 


BY TOM LEE 


The third Today In Tradition Show was particularly stimulating to 
present. Noteworthy is the fact that unlike its predecessor it exhibits only 
furniture chosen from the last six months or items introduced at the latest 
January Market. This was made possible by the great number of contem- 
porary pieces currently being manufactured with a traditional feeling. 

The market shows a remarkable freshness and vitality in this field. The 
slavish copying of authentic traditional pieces seems to be dwindling, and 
in its place is rising the design of truly contemporary pieces, scaled to the 
type of living and space now enjoyed by the average American family. 
This calls for more storage area which dictates larger case goods, more 
multiple-use pieces; as rooms are used for all-round living, and while chairs 
are scaled down in size, sofa and couches grow larger and even adapt them- 
selves to odd corners and arrangements; or become beds for visitors . . . all 
to provide more seating per square foot, more room for entertaining. In

greater interest in the lovable quality, the informal charm and intrinsic 
beauty of the woods themselves rather than a dependence on synthetic 
finishes and stains. Another interesting trend echoed in the pieces selected 
is the use of combinations of different types of woods. 

The use of applied ornamentation is lessening, the shaping and carving 
and forming made possible by the remarkable tooling and engineering of 
today is more and more confined to actual structural members. Even in the 
most outstanding pieces of the collection in the classic or Palladian groups, 
the ornament is increasingly functional and simplified. 

These groups of furniture, stemming as they do from the classic or 
Greek forms, dominate the show, as well as keynote the market. There is a 
natural affinity in the classic style for both the Georgian American homes as 
well as for the more simplified untrimmed interiors produced within the 
cost limitations of today. Directoire and simplified Regency seem at home 
in the simplest of modern style homes. 

The trend to the oriental influence is strong in certain areas, ranging

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GOOD DESIGN-1954 


On January 4th at Chicago’s Merchandise 
Mart, the thirteenth semiannual Good Design 
Exhibition opened to the market. For this show- 
ing, more than 350 items were chosen by the 
Good Design Selection Committee, composed of 
Lazette van Houten, former Home Furnishings 
Editor of Retailing Daily; Edward Wormley. 
furniture designer; and Edgar Kaufmann, who 
is permanent chairman of the Committee. 

In settings which had been created by Alex- 
ander Girard for the previous showing, new 
items ranged from a radio-phonograph to a 
carpet sweeper. The most outstanding develop- 
ments were seen in experimentation of design 
in storage units. According to Mr. Kaufmann, 
changes in storage cabinet structure have long 
been needed. “Since unit furniture was devel- 
oped twenty years ago,” he said, “no basic new 
ideas have been presented. Unit furniture its-lf 
had ultimately bogged down” to the “cumber- 
some concept of boxes: boxes on boxes, boxes on 
shelves, boxes hung between uprights or on brack-

MODERN BACKGROUND, continued from page 40 
and sparkle are contributed by the accessories, including 
a téle and crystal chandelier, antique bronze doré lamps, 
antique silver and glass, and a collection of fine china 
in the breakfront cabinet. 

The study, small in actual area, has an effect of addi- 
tional space conferred upon it by the proper placement 
of furniture, small in scale, and a decorative treatment 
that includes gray walls and carpet and a simple but ef- 
fective consideration of the single double window. A 
specially designed couch, set against a storage cabinet 
holding bedding for use at night, is covered in dark green 
fabric to match the dark green bookshelves extending to 
the ceiling and forming a surround for the window. At 
the foot of the couch is placed an early Victorian antique 
stool in red tartan for an electric note. The window is 
curtained very simply with gray and white fabric self- 
patterned in wide horizontal stripes, extending to the 
floor. At the window is a Sheraton antique handkerchief 
table with leather top, gold-tooled, and a pair of antique 
wrought iron Regency chairs. Opposite the couch is a 
commode lacquered black, over which is hung a gold and 
black Chinese mirror accentuating the gleam of brass 
accessories and a collection of military prints in gold 
frames on one wall. 

The bedrooms exhibit the livability which character- 
izes the entire house. In the master bedroom, with its 
background of white walls and ceiling and emerald green 
carpet, the interest is divided between the color scheme 
and the fine furniture, including a beautifully designed 
Directoire bed with emerald green bedspread matching 
the carpet. Curtains here are of glazed chintz patterned 
in a colorful red, green and blue floral design. Each of a 
handsome pair of tables flanking the bed holds a colorful 
Louis Philippe figurine converted into a base for a lamp. 
Facing the bed is a French Provincial Louis XV secretary 
of superb design, the cabinet doors fitted with bronze 
grills; interesting supplementary furniture include a 
Louis XV commode, with mirror hung above it, a little 
French Provincial slipper chair and a green and gold 
fauteuil upholstered in pale green damask, and an up- 
holstered chair covered in yellow matelassé. Accessories 
here are all antique, and include a beautiful needlework 
sampler, framed on one wall, reiterating the colors found 
in the curtains; and a curio cabinet flanked by pictures 
over the bed. 

The kitchen is developed in a colorful Colonial décor, 
with black marbleized linoleum floor and built-in knotty 
pine cabinets decorated with wrought iron hardware, 
this welcome black note occurring again in the wrought 
iron dining table and accompanying chairs. Sheer beige 
curtains are trimmed with red ball fringe that emphasizes 
the red téle lighting fixture and red and beige wallpaper. 

A little bar in the basement has walls sheathed in pine, 
and there is a black marbleized linoleum floor here, as in

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MODERN BACKGROUND, continued from page 74 
the kitchen. Curtains are green, black and yellow, and 
furniture consists of tables and chairs lacquered red and 
black. Accessories are antique in this room also. 

The bathroom, with built-in shower, off the master 
bedroom has been specially treated with a pink and gray 
color scheme which includes pink and silver wallpaper, 
gray tiling, a gray and pink tile floor and an attractive 
dressing table, with wash basin, of black-grained wood. 

From the foregoing discussion of this attractive little 
house, it will be seen that simplicity of decorative treat- 
ment and clarity of color—overtones of black appearing 
throughout as the color theme, with black combined with 
yellow or pink for its crisp connotations—have been em- 
ployed by Interior Designer Miriam Sampson in her dec- 
orative treatment, resulting in maximum interior design- 


ing for a minimum house.

TODAY IN TRADITION, continued from page 45 
from the pavilion type of living with low tables, mats and 
pallets to the more formal chairs and chests and tables of 
Chinese design. Here again and in its derivative Chippen- 
dale, the wood finishes have shown more tendency to be 
natural rather than glossy or lacquered. 

The increased trend toward the classic styles can be 
seen in the moldings and column treatments in many of 
the pieces, although most are simplified and modified in 
their application to fit contemporary uses and not pointed 
up and over-elaborated as in the case of Regency. While 
there are some large pieces, in general designs have been 
scaled down in proportion to fit smaller modern housing 
without sacrificing comfort or line. 

It will be observed that multiple use and convertibil- 
ity are stressed in several pieces and are a compliment to 
the ingenuity with which American furniture manfac- 
turers and designers are meeting the love for the tradi- 
tional and the requirements of the modern homemaker 
with traditionally inspired, contemporary pieces. 

Added height to give added storage space is evident in 
a number of chests without sacrificing beauty or propor- 
tion of line. Double and even triple dressers are another 
means by which designers and manufacturers are meet- 
ing the need for conservation of space, compactness and 
added purpose in design. 

C. Eugene Stephenson, national president of the 
American Institute of Decorators, headed the selection 
committee for the current exhibition which is representa- 
tive of the best traditional design being produced today. 
“Never before,” declared Mr. Stephenson, “has the 
trend toward the marriage of the traditional and con- 
temporary been so great. This year’s selection includes 
more pieces of furniture than the previous show, largely 
because of the increased number of excellent examples 
of traditional designs submitted. Fabrics and portable 
lamps are more comprehensively covered, too.” 

To avoid confusion, all upholstered pieces in the show 
were covered in beige, linen, damask, cotton or whatever 
best lent itself to the piece. An arcade of contemporary 
fabrics was added to the show—these reflected traditional 
influence in texture, color or general design. In most 
instances the colors used were of the period from which 
the pattern was derived, in new applications and scaling; 
in others, a traditional pattern was used with a new 
color or a new fiber. The fabric manufacturers repre- 
sented are as follows: Goodall Fabrics, Inc.; Boris 
Kroll Fabrics, Inc.; Quaintance Fabrics; Jofa, Inc.; 
Waverly Fabrics; F. Schumacher & Co.; Stroheim &

on leather colors, finishes and cleaning were evolved 
by Spencer-Steinhausser. 

Edward S. Fitzgibbons, president of the Upholstery 
Leather Group, reports that the phenomenal success of 
the 1953 show with its tour of twenty stores across the 
country prompted the Group to maintain much the 
same display set-up for the 1954 presentation. “We be- 
lieve,” Mr. Fitzgibbons said, “that the 1954 Leather in 
Decoration Show is an even more exciting presentation 
than last year’s show, because it maintains the same high 
standard of beauty and fine design, yet has the practical 
aspect of showing merchandise which is immediately 
available to the consumer.”

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of the charming room designed by C. Eugene Stephen- 
son, Leather with Copper. The hand-tooled aqua- 
marine colored leather table covering is one of the newest 
high-fashion notes for 1954. The harmonizing of the 
Colonial and contemporary furnishings in this library 
is accentuated by copper spot-lighting on a handsome 
collection of leather bindings in aquamarine and white. 
The unusual wall treatment of horizontal sheathing, 
téte-de-négre rubbed with white, is another new note. 

Wall hangings of platinum colored leather, hung with 
matching leather straps on brass poles, are a distinguish- 
ing note in the library, Leather with “Platinum,” created 
by Bodart. Combined with the hangings are blending 
shades of French blue, highlighted by a Louis XV 
fauteuil upholstered in vivid blue leather, and a repro- 
duction of a Louis XV desk, an interesting feature of 
which is a panel of leather book backs which form a 
door to a little storage space at the top of the desk. The 
entire room bears the mark of artful mixing of furniture 
from various French periods, including Louis XV, Louis 
XVI, Directoire and Empire, proving that leather—the 
oldest upholstery material in the world—is as beautifully 
adaptable for today’s décor which features antiques as it 
is in contemporary designing. 

The interior by William Pahlmann Associates has a 
glass wall and skylight, which prompted the title of this 
handsome room, Leather with Glass. The unusual color 
scheme of mauve pink, blackberry ice and gingersnap 
brown is highlighted by collector item accessories in 
chalk white. Significant leather news is the straight- 
backed tub chair with gingersnap colored, quilted leather 
back, seat and inside arms, and the specially designed 
TV set, with hand-tooled gold asterisks on blackberry 
ice leather. The long, low bench with tortoise shell fin- 
ished top was specially designed for the room, and ac- 
cessories include Japanese prints, a miniature lacquer 
screen, a Portuguese white porcelain lamp and fruit bowl. 

The interior which Edward J. Wormley has designed, 
Leather with Brass, is a sophisticated one-room apart- 
ment in town. The blackberry colored leather is a high- 
fashion note. So is the Venetian mosaic top brass table. 
A delightful illusion of additional space is created by the 
floor-to-ceiling mirror which reflects and doubles the 
effect of the pinkish curtain. The floor is of pigskin 
leather blocks, and one wall is of random-width whitened 
pine sheathing. Accessories include a Dorothy Liebes 
hand-woven Taipale tapestry set in a recessed brass 
frame with interior lighting, antique glasses with a ship’s 
bottle, and a Venetian glass ashtray which add interest- 
ing decorative notes. 

A corner of the vivid contemporary English Regency 
room, Leather with Teak, which John Gerald and Kath- 
arine Kinnane designed, features shutters in adobe color, 
an innovation in leather. The natural finished teak desk,

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LEATHER ACCENTS, continued from page 82 
mounted on a solid brass stand, has an adobe colored, 
gold-tooled leather top which repeats and accents the 
brass base. The desk chair, with cushion to match the 
desk top, shows Biedermeir influence and is also finished 
in teak. The designers have set the neutral colors of the 
leather against a bright background of wallpaper, 
adapted from an old book paper design. The soft warm 
look of leather is pointed up by metallic highlights of 
the brass. Here again is an instance of a room designed 
in today’s fashion of traditional materials used in a 
contemporary manner. 

The spirit of the delightful room, Leather with Fabric 
designed by Alfred Lowden, is relaxation. The leather 
backgammon table, gray with yellow markings and 
matching chairs, is the focal point of the room. The 
walls are of random width pine and stretched linen, 
against which is hung a gun cabinet and a fine collection 
of old prints framed in yellow leather. In this sportsman’s 
room colors and materials have been skillfully balanced 
to carry out a restful mood in traditional style. 

The warm tones of California redwood form the back- 
ground for an important room, Leather with Redwood, 
by Eleanor Forbes. The vignette shows the gaming 
corner of an informal living-guest room, and introduces 
a new game table with white and gold inlaid chess board; 
the base of the table is teak-finished oak rounds, bound 
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with rawhide finished to match the wood. The folding 
oak game chairs, with heavy brass hardware, have re- 
movable leather slings of gold leather. A corner of the 
room is screened from the garden by Japanese shoji 
panels, and other Far Eastern accessories and ancient 
decorative materials create a room totally contemporary 
in effect. 

The paneled screen in the room, Leather with Gold 
by Paul McCobb, is covered in resin yellow leather with 
elongated gold diamonds edged with brass, resulting in 
a stunning effect. The ecru and yellow chess table has 
matching chairs. Wall treatments are specially designed, 
one side being covered in fabric, the other with a painting 
on a vertical panel of parchment leather. The tables and 
chairs, also specially designed, are of gray-cast walnut 
on mahogany. The alcove is designed to blend with the 
adjoining living room, symbolical of today’s trend toward 
more elegance in contemporary furniture design. 

In the living-dining room, Leather with Wrought Iron 
by Maurizio Tempestini, contrasting colors of leather— 
black and natural—have been used most effectively, since 
the wrought-iron frames make an interesting combina- 
tion of materials with the warm leather. Specially dyed 
burlap, in bright yellow, adds a gay note above a window 
slab of Italian marble set in brass. Walls of Flexwood, 
and the gray of the rug is reiterated by three antique

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LEATHER ACCENTS, continued from page 85 
pewter bowls for accessories. In keeping with today’s 
trend toward combining the living and dining areas, the 
full scale design invites an informal way of living. 

A new treatment of leather—a die-stamped design in 
trellis effect—is introduced in the interior designed by 
James Amster, Leather with Fruitwood. The matching 
chairs and table of fruitwood feature the new die- 
stamped leather in a warm cinnabar color. Con- 
trasting color is supplied by Etruscan red painted walls, 
and curtains in shaded stripes of green with narrow 
stripes of the wall color. The wired sconces are antique 
gilt, green and black, and most effective with the wood 
block floor stained teak. 

In the small professional office, Leather with Leather 
by George W. Reinoehl, the interior designer has created 
a floor and wall of eight-inch hexagonal top grain cow- 
hide leather tiles stained black, and affixed to the floor 
and wall surfaces with brass-headed tacks. The cabinet 
of the suspended wall shelf is faced with black leather 
also, and trimmed with long brushed brass pulls. The 
chair is upholstered in a lovely shade of warm yellow. 
Two etchings, by Raymond Weidenaar, are framed in 
walnut and black leather, and a specially designed yellow 
picture frame is also featured. The result is a thoroughly 
modern trend of coordinating leather and fabric colors. 

In an exciting living room which reflects the Far 
Eastern influence, Leather with Caning by T. H. Robs- 
john-Gibbings, the interior designer has used a brilliant 
shade of orange leather on the chair and ottoman to 
set the pace of the decorative design. The usual wall 
treatment consists of caning, against which has been 
placed a fabulous new screen, set off by brass accessories. 

All portraits of rooms shown are by Jeremiah Good-

So much misinformation has been given out in regard 
to the care and cleaning of genuine leather upholstery 
that some of the larger automobile manufacturers have 
become considerably disturbed. One of the recommenda- 
tions made by misinformed sources has been the use of 
paste wax. This is against the recommendation of The 
Upholstery Leather Group, Inc., Tanners’ Council of 
America, and others who should know. 

The care of genuine leather is a relatively simple but 
important matter. The surface should be gone over oc- 
casionally with a dry cloth, and, whenever dirt accumu- 
lates, these cleaning instructions are recommended: 

1. Lukewarm water and a neutral soap should be used. 
Apply a thick “dry” suds, worked up on a piece of gauze 
or cheesecloth, to the surface. 2. The operation should 
be repeated, using only a damp cloth and no soap. 3. The 
leather should then be wiped dry with a soft cloth. 4. Pol- 
ishes and cleaners used for auto body finishes, volatile 
and other clear cleaners, naphtha, furniture polishes, 
oils, varnishes or household cleansing and _ bleaching 
agents should never be used.

by Norman Cherner (shown here). Mr. Cherner’s design 
is distinguished by a flat front and black angle-iron 
frames, simple, compact and easily assembled. 

Denmark was once again in the fore with six furniture 
designs selected. Of these two were circular tables, two 
three-legged chairs, a wood dining chair by Borge Mogen- 
sen, and an armchair by Madsen and Larsen. 

A number of interesting accessories were chosen— 
handmade stoneware from Montana; a stoneware bowl 
decorated in bas-relief from New Hampshire; and a 
glazed tobacco jar and ash tray also in stoneware from 
Denmark. In addition, there were handsome wooden 
bowls in unusual shapes from Haiti, and a lazy susan 
from Scandinavia. 

The once maligned floor lamp seemed to gain in favor 
again, three being chosen for this showing. One of these 
by Isamu Noguchi (shown on these pages) follows the 
concept of his table lamps which use Japanese lanterns 
on black metal legs. 

Raymond Loewy Associates designed two of the tufted 
wood carpets selected which were made by a process 
combining handwork with machinery. From Mexico 
came several handwoven rugs in brilliant colors with 
whimsical and amusing designs. 

Paper fibre was noted as a material for upholstery 
fabrics, shown in stripes and in solid black. Jack Lenor

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Larsen was represented again with a combination of 
goats’ hair, linen and cotton fabric. Drapery fabrics were 
seen in cottons, woven silk stripes—stripes, incidentally, 
were in considerable evidence in a number of fabrics. A 
handwoven plaid by Dorothy Liebes used wide bands of 
different metallic threads. 

Eight wallpaper designs were selected, all in geometric 
and non-representational patterns, a trend away from 
the more customary florals and naturalistic outdoor 
scenes. 

Since this year marks the fifth anniversary of the Good 
Design exhibitions and the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the Museum of Modern Art, a special program in cele- 
bration has been planned for June. At that time, the 
exhibition will include one hundred items chosen by the 
Museum and one hundred items selected by consumers, 
both from Good Design selections of 1950-1954.

An album for storing photographs. Gen- 
eral Products, 4234 Lincoln Ave., Chi- 
cago, Ill.

One of the most valuable things in the interior de- 
signer’s office is the collection of photographs of clients’ 
rooms—kept as a record of the firm’s work, or shown to 
prospective clients in securing new contracts. Yet how 
frequently are they left to the hazards of the average 
office, either jumbled together in a filing box or other 
nondescript container—and therefore in no semblance 
of the order in which they were executed—or examined 
after being delivered from the photographer and then 
left lying about the office, subject to loss or destruction. 

Build a Book is a revolutionary type of photograph 
album which prevents such loss, designed expressly to be 
prominently displayed instead of tucked away in a 
drawer. Its appropriate size is 10” x 1314” and it is made 
of soft padded, genuine leather. Gold tooling and bronze 
hinge structure at the back rounds out the beauty of this 
book, and permits it to blend with the surrounding fur- 
nishings. This special bronze-hinge-and-pin which forms 
the back of the book is a patented feature that permits 
a limitless number of inserts to be added to the book, and 
further, permits every page, regardless of position in the 
book, to open flat . . . and stay open. No part of the 
page, therefore, is lost in a clumsy binding, a characteristic 
of all other albums on the market, where as much as half 
the page is lost in the binding. 

Another outstanding feature of this album is that each 
insert page has one or more raised washable frames, with 
reinforced metal corners, for identifying the respective 
photographs. These frames come in a variety of standard 
sizes to enhance the beauty of any size picture, from a 
large studio photograph to a small snapshot. Thus the 
entire collection of photographs can be beautifully framed 
in one book, no matter what the picture size.

WHAT IS MODERN INTERIOR 
DESIGN? 


By Edgar Kaufmann, Jr. Illustrated with 
photographs. 32 pp., 57 plates; colored 
frontispiece. New York: Simon & Schus- 
ter. $1.25. 

It was George Santayana who wrote: “One peculiarity 
seems common to all satisfactions: they bring something 
perfect, consummate, final. . . . Arts have their dates; 
and the great question is not what age you live in or what 
art you pursue but what perfection you can achieve in 
that art under the circumstances.” In this stimulating 
book, Edgar Kaufmann, Jr., Director of the Good Design 
exhibitions of homefurnishings of the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art, discusses and gives examples of four main traits 
of modern rooms: comfort, quality, lightness and har- 
mony. Rooms by famous designers from all over the 
world illustrate the points in his discussion, surveying the 
development of modern interior design, 1850 to 1950. 

Quality is defined as not only meaning top-grade but 
also the design of material which best reveals the “charac- 
teristic constitution, the grain and nature of the thing.” 
Harmony, the last dominant trait of modern rooms, is 
treated at length with examples ranging from exhibition 
rooms in Norway to interiors by Alexander Girard. 

The influence of the Industrial Revolution and the 
use of new materials and new technological processes in 
homefurnishings are shown as well as the more recent in- 
tegration of nature and science in the modern interiors of 
today. Light tones, says the author, came to modern rooms 
first in the 1870’s through James A. McNeill Whistler. 

The most important section of the book is the conclud- 
ing one devoted to regional examples of modern interior 
design in various sections of the U. S. showing how the 
modern tradition has influenced design where climate, 
terrain and communications have combined to give dif- 
fering accents to the homes of each region.

This is a new and improved edition of a valuable work 
for the interior designer, cabinetmaker and furniture 
manufacturer that has not been available for the past ten 
years and has fetched as high as $50 a copy in the out-of- 
print market. 

The book shows in photographs and measured draw- 
ings to scale over 100 masterpieces of furniture selected 
from the Metropolitan Museum of Art, Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts, Museum of Rhode Island School of Design 
and similar collections, enabling the designer to either re- 
construct antique furniture or to adapt construction and 
decorative elements to furniture of modern design. The 
text provides complete information about each piece, in- 
cluding traditions, characteristics, materials, backgrounds, 
etc., as well as full documentation on dates, type of wood 
and fabric used.

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SUNDRY NOTES ON DESIGNING 


Editor’s Note: From the latest copy of Sundry Notes on Interior

fraternity by its use of such words as “ineffable” and
